JAPAN. 
HIOGO AND OSAKA. 


The obstacles placed in the way of the transit offproduce from 
Osaka to Hiogo by the imposition of heavy transit dues has almost 
annihilated the trade of the latter place, and a correspondence on 
the subject has accordingly taken place between the committee of 
merchants and the Consular body. The Japanese of course deny 
the charge of having imposed restrictive regulations, and attribute 
the paucity of trade to the fact that “the place has not long been 
pen. and the people do not yet know its trading capacities, and 
therefore it is that only a small quantity of produce is as yet 
sent to Kobe. By degrees, when the advantages of trade shall have 
become apparent to meaner capacities, it will necessarily follow that 
proane: om all parts of the country will accumulate at that port.” 

hat this explanation is merely to throw dust in foreign official 
eyes scarcely requires to be said. It is proved, however, by the fact 
that up to the end of the last Japanese half-year a constantly in- 
creasing trade had been carried on in native produce, and espe- 
cially in tea. We thus see the same difficulties springing up in 
Japan that we have not yet overcome in China. The tax levied 
on goods sold to or purchased from foreigners at Hiogo now varies 
between one-half and seven-tenths per cent, Although not as yet 
& very serious amount, it is manifest that if once we admit the 
right of the Japanese to levy any tax, however small, which is not 
provided for in the treaty, hare is no guarantee that it will not be 
much abused. Moreover, this tax is not collected upon all goods, 
native and foreign, but is made to apply especially to purchases 
and sales effected with foreigners by the Japanese. 

Three medals, struck by order of the Emperor of the French 
for the Prince of Satsuma, and Iwashita Sajiyemon, the Prince’s 
Ambassador at the Paris Exhibition of 1867, have arrived at 
Hiogo. That for the Prince of Satsuma is of gold, measures 2} 
inches in diameter, and ¢ inch in thickness, and bears the profile 
of the Emperor on the obverse. On the reverse are two figures, 
emblematic of art and industry, sustaining a scroll,on which is 
inscribed “8. A. Prince de Satsouma,” and surmounted by a crown. 
Beneath is the Imperial eagle, with the words “Pour Services 
Rendus” at its feet ; and in a circle round the medal is engraved 
“Exposition Universelle de 1867 & Paris.’ The second medal is 
of silver; but the design is identical with that just described. It 
bears, however, the name Iwashita instead of Satsuma. The 
third, which is also intended for the Ambassador, is 14 inch in 
diameter and about the same thickness as the others. It bears 
the head of the Emperor on the obverse, and on the reverse an 
allegorical figure of industry, holding in her hands the plan of 
the Exhibition. 

At the election of municipal councillors for the Settlement of 
Hiogo the following gentlemen were chosen :—Messrs. K. R. Mac- 
kenzie (29 votes), J. S. Blydenburgh (27), and Paul Heineman 
(24). The steamer Jnagava, wllich was purchased with money 
belonging tothe late Shiogoon, and the merchant Dairoku, has been 
confiscated by the Mikado’s Government. She will, for the future, 
be run between the ports, thus driving merchants out of the mar- 
ket for transporting passengers and freight. 

The proverbial ill luck of the Japanese whenever they touch 
steamers has been again illustrated by the total loss of one of the 
Prince of Hizen’s gunboats, and the wreck of the Japan and Taiwan, 


YOKOHAMA. 

Advices from this port are to Nov. 5—a fortnight later. The 
English mail of Sept. 11 arrived out on the preceding day. The 
Japan Times gives the following summary of news :— 

e have nothing decisive to report of Japanese politics. The 
Imperial troops, from all accounts, are making steady, but exceed- 
ingly slow progress in the North, but the malcontents still fight 
with sullen determination when attacked, though unable to assume

the offensive. Wakamatz, the chief town of Aidzu, is said to be 
taken, and though the friends of the North deny the report, they 
admit that it is beleaguered by the Southerners and in a great 
strait. Our own information inclines us to the belief that the 

lace has fallen, and if such be the fact, it is doubtless a ert 
blow to the rebels; but we cannot be certain of it, correct intel! 
gence of such an event being naturally difficult to get. 

Our contemporaries here and in How have been lately an- 
nouncing a visit of the Mikado to Yedo as imminent, and we 
observe this statement to have been copied into many papers 
abroad. We are able to state, on good authority, that this move, 
certainly highly desirable, is by no means likely to be made at 

resent. A plot to waylay and carry him off was discovered just 
in time to prevent his departure from Kioto. ‘The circumstances, 
as stated to us, are as follow :—One of the Mias, who had been of 
considerable service to the revolutionists in their late successful 
attack upon the Shiogoonate, considered himself insufficiently 
rewarded by lands given to him in the domains of Tosa and 
Geyshiu, and opened negotiations with the northern chiefs 
and the Tokugawa Admiral, whose sudden departure from 
Yedo with the Aai-yo-mar and other ships we reported the mail 
before last. ‘The Mikado was to have come to Yedo by sea, and 
the date of his departure and the vessel in which he was to have 
sailed being known, arrangements were made accordingly. Once 
in the hands of this set of conspirators, his name an 
would have been used for the destruction of the party which sur- 


rounds him at present, precisely as that party uses them now for | 
the furtherance of its own ends. The plot was, however, betrayed . 


in time, and we cannot but think the circumstance a fortunate 
one, for however little may be our respect for either one side or 
the other, the Mikado’s is the only power we can acknowledge, 
and continual changes in his cabinet cannot but be detrimental 


to our trade. We long ago suggested a remedy applicable to’ 


this evil,and shall take an early opportunity of recalling it to 
public notice. 

The information we gave in our last respecting the settlement 
of the Tokugawa clan at its anciont seat of Tsurunga has been 
within the last two or three days fully confirmed to us by a gentle- 
man of the family, an officer of high rank under the late Shio 

oonate. General opinion severely reprobates the conduct of 
oshihisa in declining to fight for his position, which the clan 
believe themselves fully able to have secured to & more resolute 
and less politic chief. But without a capable head, they were 
disorganised, and could do nothing, and have therefore philoso- 
phically accepted their altered position, and are setting about 
making the best of it. Tsurunga hasa convenient port, Shimidszu, 
and the country being rich and capable of great improvement, 
many of the Tokugawa men are turning their attention to agri- 
_ culture and commerce, debarred as they are at present from an 
share in the conduct of affairs. They are now in negotiation with 
the Government for permission to open their port to foreign trade, 
and though certain serious physical difficulties have to be over- 
come, these are far from insuperable, and the West Coast trade 
might with advantage be divided between Shimidzu and Nee-e- 
gata. The success of the Tokugawa clan in this application is, 
weithink, highly desirable, for many obvious reasons. 

H.M.S. Ocean has returned from her cruise to Hakodadi after 
the lost /tattler, and the Satellite is up from the South. The Admi- 
ral is expected shortly and also the Rodney, for the court martial 
will be held here. Meanwhile, the crew of the Rattler occupies 
the Naval Hospital, and greatly relieves the 10th Regiment by 
taking the guard which, for some inscrutable reason, is still kept 
up near the Governor’s official residence. 

Our autumn race meeting will commence to-morrow (Nov. 5), 
and every one is anticipating three days’ good sport. ‘The Yoko- 
hama Rifle Association, a branch of the National, will shoot for 
the medal and other prizes on the 10th inst. Parties are don- 
tinually going out now in search of the sport so popular at this 
season ; but birds are wild and scarce, and beyond the fresh air 
and exercise little is to be got. The weather appears to have 
settled at last, and we look forward ta a hard, dry winter, 








CHINA.

SHANGHAI. 

From Shanghai we have advices and files of local papers to the 
11th November. The mail of the 11th September arrived out on 
the 29th October, and the French mail of September 18 on No- 
vember 2. The outward mail of September 25 was due when the 
pres nt homeward one left. The latest London telegrams were to 
October 13, received (via Kiachta) on the 7th November. As 
usual, we preface our correspondent’s letter with a few extractd 
from the local papers. 

A Peking correspondent writes to the North China Herald :— 
“The Chinese Government have again closed the walls of Peking 
against the Legation, and their walks are thus cut off. I hear 
that the Americans want to arrange to supply California and the 
West Coast with coal from China, and this is one of Mr. Ross 
Brown’s objects. ,

H.B.M. Consul at Cheefoo issues a notification, under instruc- 
tion from Sir Rutherford Alcock, warning British subjects that 
mining is an infraction of the laws of China. 

We hear that disputes between Chinese and foreigners are as- 
suming a very serious aspect in Fotmosa ; and that Lord Scott will 
take the Rinaldo and Slaney back to’ Takao as soon as the Nanking 
affait is settled. For the moment, the Chinese seem to have fairl 
got the vppee hand. We cannot but think that all these difficul- 
ties might have been avoided by a little timely display of energy 
on the part of H.B.M.’s Minister ; for it is to him of course that 
everyone looks for action ; and we are tempted to repeat a wish we 
expressed some weeks ago—for three months of Sir Harry Parkes, 
to bring the mandarins to their senses. 

At the last moment, as we (.V.C. Herald) are going to press, 
we hear that the Viceroy of Nanking has unconditionally yielded 
to all the demands made on him by Mr. Medhurst in connection 
His new steamer is to be held as 


sioner and the Taotai of Shanghai are to go to Yangchow with 
the Consul, to investigate and punish the rioters. 

The steamer Ajax has been safely placed in the Pootung Dock. 
The statement that her hull was damaged proved to be altogether 
unfounded. She is expected to be ready to start on her homeward 
voyage in a month or six weeks’ time. 

he French Naval Commander-in-Chief in these North China and 
Japan seas has resolved on giving up that depot which, since the 
war, has been maintained at Woosung at no inconsiderable ex- 
tue, being under charter to transport 
the stores at present on the premises to Yokohama—henceforth to 
be the French naval as well as military head-quarters in the Far 
East. 

We learn that H.M.S, Adventure, which arrived on the 9th from 
Hong Kong, via Swatow and Foochow, brings Sir Richard and 
Lady MacDonnell on a private visit to Shanghai, and forty officers 
for the various ships of the North China and Japan squadron. The 
P. and 0. steamer Azof is said to have been ashore in Haitan 
Straits, but has got off, and was met steaming into Foochow ap- 
parently uninjured. The Adventure is detained at Woosung from 
want of water to cross the bar. 

The Chefoo gold diggings are apparently attracting very little 


attention in China as yet, no rush to the scene of action has been 


witnessed, and with the exception of a miscellaneous crowd of 


unemployed persons, mostly sailors, few are heard of as going to 


the diggings. With the exception of a single nugget of fair size 
sent to Shanghai some weeks since, nothing has been seen of the 


results of the miners, and it would seem that nothing very rich 


has as yet been struck. Mandarins have issued proclamations 


warning Foreigners not to indulge in the little speculation, and 
Consuls have likewise told their countrymen to beware, but there 


the warning seems to end, and no one is hurt. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


SHancuar, November 10. 
The'entire mercantile community of Shanghai, and, I believe, 


of China, is to a man congratulating itself upon the speedy re- 
moval of Sir Rutherford Alcock from Peking. The most popular 


of Shanghai Consuls has been transformed into the most unpopular 
of Ministers 5 and while in old consular days Mr. Alcock’s hame 
was one of the great safeguards against official encroachment, Sir 
Rutherford Alcock has identified himself with the fetrogressive 
policy which the Chinese have of late appeared determined to 
adopt. The weakness which has become his chief attribute dates 
from the very day upon which he found himself safely installed at 
Peking. Providence in its inscrutable wisdom has deprived him of 
the lights he once possessed, and now peace at any price is the key 
to his policy. Perhaps that policy, if regarded from a purely 
selfish point of view, 1s not a very injudicious one. A large in- 
come, without any opportunity of spending more than a sixth of 
it, is more likely to prove permanent if he teas things quiet than 
if he asserts the rights he represents ; but with such a nation as 
the Chinese any such principle of action is certain to lead to 
disastrous results. Inland trade has been completely muzzled ; 
the merchants are delivered bound hand and foot into the 
hands of native traders, and whoever may succeed to the 
Peking Legation will find it a very difficult task to regain the 
und that has been lost. The Minister's last public performance 

as been a proclamation against British subjects working in the 
Chefoo gold fields. The right to explore the mines has not been 
specially guaranteed by treaty, and hence Sir Rutherford Alcock 
has deduced the conclusion, obvious to no one but himself and his 
native instigators, that to search for gold is an infraction of the 
treaty, There is a rumour that Sir Harry Parkes will be appointed 
to the post vacated by Sir Rutherford Alcock. No nomination 
could be more welcome to foreigners of all nationalities resident 
in China; but as yet the news seems too d to be true. No 
mistake more grave could be made by the English Government 
than the appointment of Mr. Wade, who is also mentioned ad @ 
possible successor to Sir Rutherford Aleoek. However great that 
gentleman’s attainments undoubtedly are as a Chinese stholar, his 
training has totally unfitted him for the incumbency of a post 
wherein sound practical sense and ready decision are the chief 
desiderata, There is no one in Ohina who would not welcome Sir 
Harry Parkes’ appointment as the greatest boon that eguld be com- 
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ferred upon the nationals of Western Powerg; but failing him, 
some one fresh from home—some member of the English aristo- 
cracy—is earnestly called for. 

The Yangchow and Huei-quan difficulties, which I mentioned 
in my last etter, have not yet been cleared up. The new Vice- 


roy of the two Kiang has arrived at Nanking ; but he very judi-- 


ciously refuses to assume office until Tseng-kuo-fan shall have 
settled with the foreign authorities. On the 2nd inst. H.M.S.S. 
Rodney, Rinaldo, and Slaney left Wusung to ascend the Yang- 
tzse and make a demonstration before Nanking. Up to our last 
advices they had not arrived opposite the Southern capital ; but 
it was believed that negotiations would be reopened to-day. The 
American men-of-war Ashuelot and Piscatagua are about to join 
the English squadron, and it is even said that the ironclad Ocean 
will come over from Japan, and swell the number of the allied 
fleet. With such a display it would be strange indeed if Tseng- 
kuo-fan were to hold out. It is more probable that he will at 
once eat humble-pie, and get the ships away at any cost. Indeed 
it is said that he has already offered much more favourable terms 
than he would before listen to ; but it is to be presumed that the 
demands of the English authorities will now be increased in con- 
sequence of the bringing up of the fleet. It is said that the 
Viceroy has proposed to submit the question at issue to Mr. 
Beward’s arbitration: but this report needs confirmation. 

Within the last fortnight there has been much discussion in the 
Bhangeat papers regarding the buoying and lighting of the ap- 
proaches to the Yangtsze. Serious charges of incompetence and 
neglect were hionght against the Customs’ authorities, but a 
semi-official communication having been made to the morning 
papers, in which the true state of the case was set forth, the ques- 
tion has again sunk into oblivion. It would appear that it is the 
scientific authorities on marine subjects, and not the Customs’ 
officials, that stand in the way. The money is forthcoming, the 
apparatus is ready, the necessary working staff is available at any 
moment, but the French and English naval officers consulted dis- 
agree about the most eligible site for a lighthouse, some advo. 
cating Gutzlaff, others the North Saddle. The Customs are wait- 
ing peony for an unanimous verdict, and so soon as that shall 
be obtained they will proceed with the necessary operations. 

The Shanghai experiences of many of your readers will justify 
my assertion that during the past fortnight little has been done 
or talked about but the race meeting. It is true that racing has 
here declined in importance and in respectability; but still the 
race week is Shanghai’s great vacation time, wherein those who 
eare nothing for horseflesh run ,away for a few days’ shooting or 
simply upon excursions. This year the races were both literally 
and metaphorically “slow,” but the effect on incident ff the set 
tlement was the same as it ever has been. Nothing happened, the 
papers contained nothing but a brief account of the events, and 
even crime seemed to come to a standstill. The only topic which 
has awakened public interest is the existence of a “ cattle disease,” 
very fatal in its effects, and aprrosshine in its post mortem ap- 
pearances to the characters of typhoid fever. The Municipal 
Council have bought several suspected bullocks and sheep for the 
purpose of examination, and have invited the resident medical 
men to watch the progress of the disease. Several have already 
died on the Municipal premises, and the evidence of blood poison- 
ing has been so strong that the danger of eating affected meat 
appears very great. Accordingly the Council have appointed an 
inspector of meat, who examines all the joints offered for sale in 
the native shops, ahd confisdates these which appear doubtful. 


(FROM ANOTHER CORRESPONDENT.) 


The expedition to Nanking is causing much excitement here, 
especially as other Powers have been consulted by the Chinese ; 
and the question of international law begins to be raised when we 
show an armed force in the river. Our temporising policy is show- 
ing its fruit, and unless we are firm the Chinese will have the ad- 
vantage, and we shall drift into another war within the next four 
or five yéars. Except just around the centres of foreign trade the 
condition of the people is not satisfactory, for they are cruelly o 
pressed by the mandarins, and well-informed persons say that there 
is much trouble looming in the distance.

it is said, that all the hongs in the tea districts are engaged, and

160 millions next season. Silk will increase steadily but slowly, 

say 5,000 to 6,000 bales a-year, according to prices paid: China 
atid Japan will send you about 65,000 bales this seasun. 

The new church is roofed and slated and looks very well—it 
will be opened at Easter. A new bridge over Soochow Creek is 
talked of—the old one belongs to Hogg and two or three others, 
and pays a very good dividend. The Royal Naval Yard, trans- 
‘ferred from the Sonrulate ground to the Shanghai Wharf Com- 
penys property, which the Government bought, is said to be a 

jure. The steamer Orissa, of Glasgow, sent here from Calcutta 
fot sale, has been sold for Tis. 40,000, to a Chinaman. Steamers 
ate in good demand again both for this coast and Japan, and find 
ready buyers. Gas is being laid on the Bubbling Well-road, 
teaching two miles from the Bund directly west. There is a 
demand for Gas Coripany’s shares at 80, which looks like a divi- 
dend, as the buyers know all about it. Heavy losses are bein, 
made by Chinese and others who shipped cotton to Japan. Mexi- 
can do are worth Tls. 78 per 100 dols., and are fast becoming 
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current in silk, green tea and cotton trades—taking the place of 
the old carolus—now seldom seen. ‘ 


HONG KONG. ; 

Hong Kong dates by the present mail are to the 17th Novem- 
ber. The outward mail of Sept. 25 was received there on the 6th 
Nov. and the latest London telegrams were to Oet. 17 (a month 
old) received via Calcutta. 

The China Overland Trade says:—“ From Hong Kong 
the news is not of a very striking nature. On the 7th instant, at 
a special meeting of the Teguenye Council, Major-General J. R. 
Brunker, commanding H.M.’s forces in China and Japan, was 
sworn in as Lieutenant-Governor of the Colony. His commission 
as such is under the Royal seal and dated March 2nd of the pre- 
sent year. After having taken the oaths of office, his Excellency 
took his seat as president of the Legislative Council, and after the 
transaction of some unimportant business the Council was ad- 
journed sine die. 

“The event of the fortnight has been the occurrence of the 
annual regatta. During the two days of its continuance the 
weather was most delightful, which drew out as large, if not 
larger attendance than on any previous occasion. The whole 
meeting has been pronounced one nf the most successful held in 
Hong Kong, and everyone appears well satisfiod with the two 
days pic-niclacross the bay. A ball at the club concluded the 
festivities.” 

THE LAST COOLIE TRAGEDY. 

The Overland Trade Report says:—* There seems to be some 
hope at last of solving the Providenza mystery. The Japan 
Herald contains an account of a visit paid by Mr. E. Loureiro, 
Portuguese Consul at Yokohama, to Hakodadi, for the purpose of 
examining the strange craft, and ascertaining if any clue was to 
be found to her name, &c. The following articles were found on 
board the vessel, and some were taken from the coolies :—A coolie 
ticket drawn at Macao for the ship Providenza in the name 
of one Punkuai, and dated May 20th, 1867 ; the captain’s copy 
of a bill of lading for some tobacco shipped on board the 
Peruvian barque Cayalt:, at Pacasmayo, Bec. 19, 1867; a frag- 
ment of aship’s register, endorsed—Lush.—Deputy Clerk for the 
United States, Eastern District— ; a few leaves of a memorandum 
book containing entries of cargo; some children’s shoes; several 
photographs, one of which is supposed to be that of Captain De 
Nicolini, of the Cayalti, and this latter supposition is strengthened 
by the fact that a lot similar to the one represented in the picture 
was found in the possession of one of the coolies! a bucket was also 
found on deck marked Cayalti. There would therefore seem to be 
little doubt but that a clue has been found to the solution of this 
mystery. Mr. Loureira was to forward the above articles to Macao, 
where they could be easily identified. The intelligence which is 
regarding the barque Cayulti is, that she left Callao in January 
of this year, with fifty or sixty coolies on board, who had been 
shipped from Macao to that port in the ranza (which will ac- 
count for the appearance of the coolie ticket to whice we have 
already alluded), and were then transshipped on board the Cayalti 
for one of the northern ports on the coast, distance about three 
days’ sail—some merchandise, and about 15.000 dols. of treasure. 
Several other vessels ma port at the same date, and notwithstand- 
ing that the weather had been fine, and the other ships duly 
reached their different destinations, yes riothing has since been 
heard of the Cayalti.

LABUAN. 
’ By the last advices from Labuan we learn that Governor Hen- 
neasy was at Brunei, whither he had gone in H.M.’s steamer Star- 
ling, in consequence of representations made to him by somo 
Chinese traders in Labuan that a serious disturbance was imminent 
between the Brunei Rajahs and their fellow-countrymen, most of 
whom are British subjects, in that place. We have not been in- 
formed of the cause of the quarrel, but it appears that bloodshed 
would have certainly been the result were it not for the prompt 
and active interference of Governor Hennessy, who held frequent 
interviews with the leaders on both sides. Owing to his friendly 
exertions as a mediator, the excitement has been happily allayed 
and tranquillity restored. We cannot too highly commend the 
Governor's prompt action whenever any emergency arises. His 
Excellency was still at Brunei when the mail left Labuan. 

With reference to the piratical outrage in the Sooloo Sea, men- 
tioned some time since by a correspondent at Labuan, we hear 
that Governor Hennessy, having obtained authority from the 
Sultan of Sooloo to punish the pirates, proceeded to the island of 
Ubean, their chief abode in the Sooloo Sea, and where a notorious 
leader of these miscreants, Ati Bunding, resides. 

Negotiations for his capture having failed, a force of forty 
sailors and marines were landed from the Dzurf, and, accompa- 
nied by his Excellency, marched inland towards the village of the 
pirates. Although the men were protected by a steady fire from 
the Dwarf, and were armed with Snider rifles, it was very hazard- 
ous for such a small force to land in a place which swarmed with 
desperadoes armed to the teeth. Nevertheless, they marched 
steadily to the village, which was abandoned, and succeeded in 
setting fire to the houses of Ati Bunding and his followers, in all 
about a hundred huts, which were utterly destroyed. The force 
was accompanied by an envoy from the Sultan of Sooloo, who 
pointed out the houses of the perpetrators of the late act of piracy, 
who were thus punished ; but, in accordance with the wishes of 
the Sultan, the huts and property of those who were known not 
to have had a share in the outrage, were unmolested. 

The force then returned safely to the ship, leaving the Sultan’s 
envoy to obtain full compensation for the owner of the captured 
prahu. The prompt punishment which has followed on the lawless 
act will have a salutary effect upon the natives of Ubean and the 
neighbouring islets, and make them very careful of meddling with 
British subjects in future. H.M.8. @nat, Commander Theobald, 
was at, Labuan by latest advices, and it was thought his Excel- 
lency would send her to Ubean, to complete the work begun by the 
Dwarf, and bring back compensation to the owner of the prahu. 

We also learn that the batch of fifty convicts sent by the Rain- 
bow have been landed and safely imprisoned at Labuan, where no 
doubt their services will be found very valuable. Owing to their 
arrival the Starling, instead of going to Sarawak, will be stationed 
at Labuan. All the absent officials—viz.,, Dr. Treacher, Mr. Slade, 
and Mr. Clark—have arrived in the colony, where the arrival of 
two companies of the Ceylon Rifles was daily expected to relieve 
the detatchment of Madras troops new serving there. We under- 
stand that seven officers accompany the Ceylon Rifles to Labuan, 
and doubtless the stay of these gentlemen in the colony will con- 
siderably enliven its small European community. 

Of late we hear favourable accounts of the quality of the 
Labuan coal now produced from the colliery by Mr. Lumsden, the 
manager of the new company. 

A rumour prevailed at Labuan that a force of 2,000 Tawi Tawi 

irates were preparing to attack the island in revenge for the 

mage done at by the Dwarf. It is most probably a 
groundless canard ,; but, in order to reassure the inhabitants, who 
were much alarmed, and also lest the report might possibly turn 
out to be well-founded, we understand that the Governor has 
ordered the gunboats Gnat and Starling to remain at that station 
for some time. 





STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
== 
SINGAPORE. 

From Singapore our advices are to the 24th November. The 
outward mail of Oct. 9 was received Nov. 11, and that of Oct. 18 
(French) on the 19th Nov. We take the following summary of 
nows from the Straits Times :— 

Locally, the events of the fortnight have not been of an unusual 
character, but still they deserve a word or two of notice. The 
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| rey ea Council has had two meetings and has been adjourned 
to 


enang, where, it is understood, the session will be closed with 
the usual gubernatorial speech. The financial condition of the 
colony has furnished to the general public a subject for con- 
siderable discussion, unfavourable to the view officially put 
forward. His Excellency the Governor proceeded to Penang 
in the colonial steamer Peiho, on the morning of the 14th 
instant. The Honourable Colonel Macpherson, the Colo- 
nial Secretary, arrived by the mail of the 11th inst, and 
assumed charge of his office. Several Orders in Council have 
been passed. Three more cases against the owners of the late 
powder hulk Princess Royal have been decided against them The 
cost, for its size, of the new steamer ordered for the colony has 
attracted notice ; so also have the elections for municipal com- 
missioners, which take place on the 3rd of *next month. A reply 
in the negative has been received from the Secretary of State for 
the Colonies to the petition of the community against the Su- 
reme Court Bill. These form the chief items of news for the 
‘ortnight, and we proceed to remark upon them seriatim. 

The first meetlng of the Legislative Council was held on the 
10th Nov. Nothin rticular was done at this meeting. The 
next meeting was i d on the 12th, when two Bills were read a 
third time and passed, viz., the Bill for Registration of Births and 
Deaths, and the Bill for Compulsory Vaccination. It is generally 
agreed that both are good and necessary measures. At this meet- 
ing the question of the introduction of the Indian penal code was 
discussed. There were laid before the Council the opinions of 
nearly all the legal practitioners in the place, all unanimously 
against the code. Their great objection to the Indian code is its 
lack of prestige or authority as compared with English law. In 
its favour, again, it may be alleged that it is simpler, more in- 
telligible, and hence, and above all,so much cheaper. We are 
not in a position to argue for one side or the other, but we are 
inclined to think that, so far as cheapness is concerned, it is six 
of one and half-a-dozen of the other. 

The estimate of the Auditor-General that the colony will, on 
the 31st December, 1869, have saved over 190,000 dols., is very 
much questioned and even discredited. All the Colonial Estimates 
are generally considered to be very much more favourable than 
actual facts warrant, and much misgiving exists in consequence, 
that the local Executive, assisted by the Colonial-office, is rapidly 
running the colony into debt. Great exception has been taken to 
the very heavy expenditure on steamers, which has been gone into 
with head-strong obstinacy against all advice or remonstrance. 
There can be no doubt that the charge of extravagance on this 
head is substantially borne out by figures. Faith has been 
broken by the Executive with the community not only on 
this point, but also on Government house, which, it is now 
calculated, will cost not the 100,000 dols. originally voted for it, 
but more nearly double the amount, 200,000 dols. Then again, 
the official members of the Council have exposed themselves to 
well-merited censure for voting for their own entire benefit, the 
sum of 18,000 dols. odd for transport, against the decided, out- 
ss opinion of the unofficials who have the hearty support of 
the whole community on the subject. It is considered to be 
neither more nor less than each official voting himself an 
addition to his salary. The thing is preposterous and a bur- 
lesque on British institutions. It only aggravates the matter 
to be told that it is all for. the good of the public ser- 
vice. Why was such expense not found necessary under the old 
Indian regime? We cannot help thinking ita great pity and 
very unwise policy to afford such a handle to those among us who 
were against the transfer, and who unceasingly denounce the 
policy of the colonial regime as pre-eminently selfish and disre- 
gardful of the general good of the colony wherever it clashes with 
personal interests. 

Whilst on the finances of the colony it is to be noticed that the 
Government Estimates take no account of three items of probable 
expenditure with which they may be actually saddled before the 
end of next year. Government proposes to do away with the mu- 
nicipalities. Now, without taking into account either Penang or 
Malacca, the debt of the Singapore Municipality amounts to about 
98,000 dols.; it will cost some 200,000 dols. to make any use of the 
waterworks for the town ; it will cost some 200,000 dols. more to 
complete thoroughly the drainage which is at present in progress. 
Is Government prepared to take those items over, and, if so, where 
is the money to come from? It is non est, unless additional taxa- 
tion is imposed. 

The new steamer for the Colony is reported to be building in a 
private shipbuilding yard at a cost of £45 per ton measurement, 
or within 10s. of the cost per ton measurement of the Iron-clad, 
Hotspur, which has been contracted for by oeeeiane of Glas- 
gow for the Admiralty. Probably iron is cheaper at home at pre- 
sent than wood. : 

Two Orders in Council were passed on the 7th Nov.; one or- 
dained that the Pilot Ordinance is to come into operation on the 
1st Jan., 1869, and the other particularises the special Purposes 
for which the different jails in the place are to be used. Three 
more Orders in Council were 8 passed on the 12th Nov.. One 
rules the manner in which the Quarantine Ordinance is to be 
brought into practical operation ; another modifies the Order in 
Council of December, 1867, regarding fees leviable in the Courts 
of Law and Government offices; the third directs that the fees in 
Courts of Law are to be paid by stamps marked “ Judicial.”

The reply of the Duke of Buckingham to the petition of the 
whole community against the Supreme Court Bill has been in the 
negative. This might have been expected. Of course a bureau- 
crat could not possibly answer anything else to any request to do 
anything out of the usual routine. But, as an appeal is to be 
made to another quarter, we shall here only remark further on the 
reply, that it might have been more grammatical, a little more 
logical, and it need not have been  Hapalagaatt insulting to colo- 
nial judges generally. Evidently they are very small beer in the 
Duke’s opinion. 

Two municipal commissioners are to be appointed next month 
—not official members—and some interest is attached to the fact 
by two or three members of the community having hinted or pub- 
licly expressed their wish or ambition to represent their fellow- 
citizens at the municipal board. 

From the neighbouring countries there is little to note. In 
Saigon everything is quiet. A Chamber of Commerce has been 
established under Government supervision, and Government has 
also ee and gazetted a race committee. In\ Bangkok the 
new King has not quite recovered from fever, but he is ina 
fair way, having been induced to take quinine, and his rule seems 
to be firmly established under the experienced tuition of the Prime 
Minister, the Kalahome. From Java we learn that the Dutch 
Government has had some troubles to contend with lately in the 
Celebes and Bali. Some disturbances have been raised by two 
native princes in these places, and some sharp fighting has taken 

lace between the Dutch troops and the rebels. The Europeans 
ave had, on the whole, the best of it, and, according to the latest 
accounts, tranquililty had been nearly restored. 

The Ocean Steam Company’s steamer JVestor arrived from Hong 
Kong on the 14th of November, and sailed again on the morning 
of the 19th en rowe homewards, via the Cape, with a considerable 
quantity of Singapore cargo at a moderate freight. 


Commercial Report. 


CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 

Yoxouama.—Cotton Yarn: A few sales only to report; of 88/42s. 
prices (nominal) of all counts had fluctuated considerably and closed at 
quotations. (irey Shirtings: The tone of the market had continued 
to improve, and an active demand existed. White Shirtings: Out 
of demand. T-Cloths: Quiet, nothing doing. Spots and Brocades: 
Quiet, nominal and unsaleable. Velvets: Black a little higher and in 
fair demand, but good qualities scarce; ‘assorted not wanted. Taffa- 
chelass: Large sales had been reported of single warp, at very uore- 
munerative quotations. Other Cotton Goods not inquired for. Cam- 
lets: Considerable sales of SS. at quotations. Black were worth 
$20 to $21, and in demand. Scarlet, $18. Cloth was still in 
demand, but stocks were not large. Blankets: Still much wanted, 
but no stocks; prices were firm. Metals: Some Nail ‘Rod Iron had 
been sold, but all other metals were dull. The current quotations 
were as follows:—Cotton Yarn: Nos. 16 to 24, $48 to 49 per picul ; 
28 to 32, $52 to 53.50; Grey Shirtings: 7 lbs., $2.70 to 2.80 per 
piece; 8.4 to 8.8 lbs., $3.10 to 3.20. White Shirtings, $2.80 to 3.60; 
T-Cloths, $1.90 to 2.40; Camlets, S., $16 to 17 per piece; 8.S., $15 to 
15.50; Cloth, Broad, $1.50 to 2 per yard ; Medium, $1 to 1.75; Blankets, 
$0.75 to $0.80 per lb. ; Iron, Nail Rod, $3 to 8.50 per picul; Hoop, $4.25 
to 4.50; Pig, $1.30 to 1.50; Lead, $7 to 7.75. 

TrenTstn.—The business during the fortnight had been to a large 
amount, and the deliveries up country were satisfactory. 

Suancuat,—A steady business has to be reported in all kinds of Grey 
Goods during the fortnight, and quotations were generally rather higher 
than those last noted. Sales of Grey Shirtings from first and second 
hands were estimated at 135,000 to 140,000 pieces, of which nearly half 
had been of 7 lbs. weight. The demand for this class had been very 
active, and holders had responded to the inquiry. 7 Ibs. Cloth was worth 
Tls. 1.97 to 2.03, and 8.4. lbs. Tls. 2.19 to 2.28 per piece, though the latter 
figure was not easily obtainable for even best goods. The market was 
quiet at the close, the dealers’ wants having been temporarily supplied. 
T-Cloths : Large sales were quoted at slightly better prices, the dealers having 
been able to select from the heavy satecks cheap lots at moderate figures. 6lbs. 
Cloth was quoted Tls. 1.40 to 1.55, and 7 lbs. Ts. 1.6.0 to 1.9.0 per piece. 
White Shirtings: On some counts a slight advance was noted, and fair 
sales were reported. Quotations were, 56 reed, Tls. 1.95 to 2.01; 60 reed, 
Tis. 2.05 to 2.10; 64 reed, Tls. 2.18 to 2.28; 66 reed, Tis. 2,38 to 2.38. 
Prices for the higher counts varied with quality. Drills: Several ship- 
ments on foreign account had been made of American goods to the north, 
and the moderate stock held by former purchasers had to a great extent 
passed into the hands of Chinese; there was no change in quotations ; 
sales of English had transpired at Tis. 4.20 to 4.25 per piece. Dutch in 
fair inquiry, and prices improved. Jeans: English had been placed to 
arrive at Tls. 3.65 per piece, but no transactions in American were re- 
ported. Sheetings: Americans were neglected during the early part of 
the fortnight, but subsequently had been more asked for, and small sales 
were quoted at Tis. 4.05 to 4.10; English goods had changed hands at 
Tis, 3.80 to 3.85 for 14 to 144 lbs. Fancy Goods: Dyed Brocades 
and Dyed Spots bad commanded more attention at last quoted rates, while 
afair business was reported in Chintzes and Velveteens ; Dyed Damasks 
had also been more sought after, and in the absence of stocks of Gen- 
tian shirtings a rise in value has to be noted. Woollens: Black Camlets 
had advanced to Tls. 13.20 for C.P.I., owing toa Japan demand, but 
scarlet were rather lower in value. Assorted colours continued in but 
limited request. In Spanish stripes a fair business had been done at prices 
showing little change in value for average assortments. Scarlet and Pur- 
ple Long Ells bad declined. Assorted colours were dull of sale; Figured 
Orleans had changed hands at last rates. Nail Rod Iron: Only one arrival 
had taken place, and as all the iron per Lammermuir had been previously 
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disposed of, her cargo caused no change in the market. Hoop iron con- 
tinued dull of sale, but there was a brisk demand for all other descriptions. 
Quotations unaltered. Lead firm, and 2,800 piculs exported to Japan. 
Aboat 3,792 arrived per Lammermuir. Coals: This market had continued 
dull, a little more demand for Cardiff ex ship; of English no sales. Ameri- 
can: Sales from godown at Tls. 14. The arrivals for the fortnight bad 
been from Great Britain 2,213 tons; Australia 6,805. 

Hankow.—A moderate trade in Piece Goods at in many instances 
lower prices had taken place during the fortnight. Grey Shirtings: Ovly 
few sales had been made at declining prices; 841bs. were quoted about one 
mace lower, Tla. 2.1.2 to 2.1.5; 7 Ibs. were firmer and in fair request at 
Tis. 1.9.7 to 2. White Shirtings, dull. T-Cloths, 7Ibs., had continued 
in inquiry. Drills had suffered a further decline, but were asked for at 
the lower prices current. Woollens and Worsteds: Camlets had changed 
hands at slightly easier rates; Lastings bad been in request, but sales were 
on a limited scale; Long Ells, Spanish Stripes, and Medium Cloths were 
neglected ; Figured Orleans of good assortments had lately been in rather 
better inquiry. Lead: The stock was much reduced, and an advance in 
quotations was probable. 

Foocuow.—The only sale reported during the fortnight was of 200 
pieces Long Ells, at $9 per piece. 

Hone Konc.—The following is from Messrs. Olyphant and Co.'s Cir- 
cular, dated Nov. 16. Cotton Yarn: There was more inquiry during the 
early part of the interval, and one parcel of 550 bales Nos. 16 to 24 was 
taken by one buyer at $120 per bale, smaller quantities of equally good 
quality being subsequently quitted at an advance on this figure. The 
market closes quiet but firm. Of the sales reported, only 48 bales were of 
Bombay and Singapore kinds, indicating a returning preference for direct 
importations. Piece Goods: The market continues very dull, no specula- 
tive inquiry existing, and dealers buying only for current wants, refusing 
to carry any but the most limited stocks. Grey Shirtings are not in ex- 
cessive supply, and importers gencrally are fairly firm in refusing to sub- 
mit to any further reduction; holders of * Small Eagle,” 8.4 Ibs., and of 
8.8 Ibs. goods are demanding an advance of five conts per piece, which has 
been paid for some small parcels. Best 8 Ib. T-Cloths command a slight 
advance, but all other descriptions are weaker. White Shirtings are taken 
to a moderate extent, and 54 to 60 reed are five cents. dearer. Turkey Reds 
are very firm. Assorted Brocades and Spotted Shirtings are ten cents lower. 
English Drills are unchanged, and Dutch are still out of stock. Small 
parcels of American Drills and Jeans have arrived, and been placed on 
offer, but, the Tientsin trade being over, owing to the lateness of the sea- 
son, there are no buyers except at figures under holders’ views. Woollens : 
Fairish sales of Long Ells have been made, but at lower prices for all de- 
scriptions except H Sarlet, which command former prices. The values of 
other kinds have been depreciated by receipts from Shanghai, shipments 
hither having been induced by the advance last noted. Spanish Stripes 
are unchanged, but the inquiry is only for assorted, and mainly for best 
qualities. Blankets are inquired for, but out of stock. Lastings area 
trifle better. Crapes and Camlets are unchanged, but there is a rather 
better feeling in the market, and we hope for some improvement both in 
demand and prices. Metals: Nail Rod, Bar, and Hoop Iron are all dearer. 
Wire is steady. Steel held for higher figures. Lead is again lower. 
W.B. is out of stock and quotations are nominal, but holders of other 
brands will have to make further concessions to induce purchases. Tin 
Plates easier. Quicksilver is without change. Coal: Arrivals have again 
been large, amounting to 950 tons English, 3,400 tons of Sydney (1,100 
to consumers), and 700 tons Anthracite. Sales have been—950 tons 
English (by auction) at $9.25, and 700 tona Sydney at $7.0. Holders, as 
a rule, would willingly sell at quotations. Ginseng: Dealers report the 
native trade in the root very dull, and have been endeavouring to establish 
a lower range of prices, but holders remain firm, and refuse to submit to 
any reduction. Sales have been 13 casks Crude at $115, 12 casks at $120, 
and 28 casks at $131 per picul. Thecurrent quotations were as follows:— 
Cotton Yarn, Nos. 16-24, per picul, $127.50 to 122.5; Nos. 28-32, $130 
to 145. Grey Shirtings, per piece, $2.47 to 4.50; White Shirtings, $2.45 
to 3.20; T-Cloths, $2.50 to 2.65; Long Ells, $9 to 8.65; Camlets, SSS, 
$15.50 to 16.50; SS, $16.75 to 16; Iron, Nail Rod, per picul, $2.40 to 
2.70; Hoop, $2.95 to 2.80; Bar, $1.80 to 2.20; Lead, $6.40 to 7; Steel, 
English, per tub, $4.30 to 4.40.

YoxouaMa.—A small business only had been done since the despatch 
of the last mail, and settlements consisting of all grades were estimated 
to be short of 1,500 piculs. Stocks had again been increased, supplies 
having come in plentifully, prices were again easier, and a reduction in 
quotations for the common grades may be noticed. Exports inclade large 
quantities of Tea from Hiogo. The Alexandra had been laid on the 
berth for New York; neither the Queen of the Age nor Havilah had 
sailed. The quotations were :—Common, $19 to 22 per picul; good com- 
mon, $23 to 24; medium, $25 to 26; good medium, $28 to 80; fine, $80 
to 85 ; finest, $36 to 40; choice, nominal. 

Swancuar.—Black: For some days after the departure of the previous 
mail very little business was transacted, but later on, teamen getting 
anxious to quit their remaining parcels, submitted to a farther decline of 
fully balf a tael on common grades, which had for some time been rela- 
tively the dearest, and found buyers for over 10,000 chests. The export 
of Congou was nearly 18,000,000 Ibs. in excess of last season. Settle- 
ments for the fortnight, 10,432 chests; resbipments on owners’ account, 
1,802 chests; stock, 69 chops, or 21,856 chests. The quotations (duty 
paid at exchange 5s. 11d., freight £2. 10s.), were as follows :—Shahghai, 
packed, common, 10d.; Ooonam, common, ls. 0d. to 1s. 0}d.; Ningchow, 
common, 1s. 1d.; Oopack, fair, 1s. 2d. Green: Green Teas had been 
eagerly taken during the fortnight, almost entirely for the American 
market, and though teamen had been willing sellers, the extent of the 
business had prevented any decline in prices except in fair to medium 
kinds, which were about half a tael lower. Buyers had a little advantage 
in a lower exchange. The settlements and re-shipments consisted of 
42,218 half-chests Teenkai and Moyune, at Tis. 86 to 46; 8,496 half- 
chests Fychow, at Tis. 824 to 85; 1,668 half-chests Pingsuey, at Tis. 
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80 to 85; and 1,455 half-chests Shanghai-packed, at ‘I'ls, 25 to 29. 
Settlements for the fortnight, 46,282 half-chests; re-shipments on owners’ 
account, 2,323 half-chests; stock, 133 chops, or 73,831 half-chests. 

Hanxow.—The purchases reported were only 420 half.chests on Rus- 
sian account, at Tls. 14.5.0 per picul, or 1s. Odd. per Ib. laid down in 
London. Shipments on native account amounted to 4,372 chests. Ex- 
port of Tea from 1st January to 5th November, 1868, 44,197,616 Ibs. ; 
from Ist January to 5th November, 1867, 33,055,868 lbs. 

Kruxrano.—Black Teas: Arrivals were reported as extremely sniall, 
and of very undesirable character, and settlements as only about 600 
chests. Shipments to Shanghai, 2,424 chests since last mail. Quotations 
were—Ningchows, Tls. 14 to 143; Hohows, Tis. 12.8.5. Export from 
1st January to 5th November, 1868, 150,368 chests; export from 1st 
January to 5th November, 1867, 107,637. Stock, 102 chests. Green 
Teas: Arrivals of these were, on the other hand, reported as on a large 
scale, but very few had changed hands on the spot, the bulk having been 
at once sent on to Shanghai. Prices unchanged and firm. Export from 
1st January to 5th November, 1868, 121,517 half-chests, 

Foocuow.—Messrs, Rusden, Phipps, and Co. report that: Owing to 
the bad news, received on the 28th October both by letter and telegrams, 
of the outturn of the new teas in England, buyers have abstained from 
purchasing ; the few settlements since then being for Australia, and the 
market closes weak. If this continues, a considerable drop may be looked 
for. Settlements reported are: Congou, 4,814 chests 8,849 3-chests 672 
boxes, at Tls. 6 to 20. Souchong: Common to fair, 325 chests 225 
4-chests 114 boxes, at Tls. 15.5 to 22.5.; Pekoe, common, 80 chests, at 
Tis. 18.5; Oolong, fair, 266 }-chests, at Tle. 21; Scented, fair, 358 boxes, 
at Tls. 18.5 to 21. : 

Suancua1.—The following is from Messrs. Skeggs and Co.'s report, 
dated 10th November :—In the early part of the fortnight business was 
interrupted by our race holidays and the absence of many buyers from 
Shanghai; but during the last few days, notwithstanding the still un- 
favourable advices from home, activity with renewed vigour has brought 
the settlements up to about 1,600 bales, at prices generally showing a con- 
siderable advance on Tsatlees, Taysaams, and Hainins, other descriptions 
being firmly held for previous rates. Again, very few Chop Silks have 
been taken, owing to the excessive prices asked, but a small lot of Dragons 
and Koo-fong-sings thirds are reported to have been placed at Tls. 575, and 
Tis. 580 respectively, the Incense “Chinling” at Tls, 5574, whilst Red 
Peacocks are held for Tls. 490. Haining are Tis. 15 to 20 higher, Tls. 505 
having been paid for No. 2 Fat-mows. Kahing Taysaams are Tls. 5 to 
10 up, and Chin-cums, being in small supply, show an advance of Tls. 15 
to 20. All the best re-reeled Hainins and Tsatlees fully maintain their 
value, as they are difficult to obtain, but the commoner grades being 
much mixed, cased, and loaded with sugar, &c., can be purchased at lower 
figures. Trams and Organzines are dearer, as few are being made in pro- 
portion to re-reels. Supplies have been coming more freely from the 
country, and there are now from 3,000 to 4,000 bales in Shanghai, but 
no signs of lower prices. 

Canton.—A fair amount of business had been transacted during the 
fortnight, notwithstanding the continued unfavourable advices received 
from the London market. The finer grades of Scented Orange Pekoes 
had been settled at about 2 taels under last noted prices, and Scented 
Capers about 1 tael, but we can quote no reduction in the prices of the 
commoner descriptions of either. No inquiry existed for the stock of 
country Congou, which remained at 2,220 chests. The following settle- 
ments were reported :—Scented Orange Pekoe, 5,800 boxes at Tla. 20 to 
81; Scented Caper, 10,000 boxes at Ts. 16 to 25; Canton Gunpowder, 
2,500 boxes at Tis. 21 to 30. 

SILK. 

Yoxouama.—The business of the fortuight had reached a fair figure, 
and including 200 bales shipped per last steamer, and by Pacific mail, 
amounted to 1,400 bales. Prices, especially during the early part of the 
interval, ruled very firm ; indeed, superfine Hanks had been sold at $1,010 
to 1,026. Some transactions in current qualities bad been made at a 
reduction of $10 to 20 on last quotations, but, on the whole, the rates of 
last report fairly represented the market. Supplies had somewhat iu- 
creased the stocks, but best qualities were not so plentiful. Oshus and 
other sorts had at length appeared in fair quantities. Silkworms’ Eggs: 
Still came down in small quantities, but scarcely found buyers even at 
nominal values. The quotations for Silk (laid down in London at ex- 
change 4s. 6d.) were as follows :—Hanks—Mybash, Sinchu, &c., extra, 
88s. 1d. to 41s. Od.; best, 35s. 4d. to 37s. 3d.; medium, 32s. 4d. to 
84s.

OURSELVES. 

THE present issue of the London and China Telegraph 
being the closing one of the present volume, we may be par- 
doned if we take the opportunity of greeting our subscribers 
with the compliments of the season, and of expressing an 
earnest hope that the coming year may be not only a happy 
one, but far more prosperous than its two predecessors have 
been to most of those engaged in commerce with the Far 
East. 

The fact that its fulfilment would imply increased pros- 
perity to ourselves is the best guarantee that our wish is sin- 
cere, if not altogether disinterested. On our own part, efforts 
shall not be wanting to merit the large increase of support 
we have lately received, and the still greater increase for which 
we look in the future ; already we can point with pardonable 
pride to some progress effected during the past year, such as 
the introduction of new type, a better quality of paper, and 
various improvements in the general “get-up” of our jour. 
nal ; and to these we intend to add others in the course 
of the next twelve months. One of the proprietors is 
at the present time in China, actively engaged in making 
fresh arrangements for a regular and accurate supply of news, 
and his tour will also include Japan, the Straits Settlements, 
and all other places of importance in the Far East in which 
our subscribers are interested, commercially or otherwise. 
This step will necessarily tend to still further increase the 
value of our journal as a vehicle of reliable information from 
those parts; and the impending alteration in the French 
mail service will also add to its utility, by enabling the pub- 
lication to take place at more regular intervals, and doing 
away with the inconvenience so often caused of late by two 
mails arriving almost or quite simultaneously. Under the 
old arrangement, when there were two English and one 
French mail per calendar month, subscribers received of 
course thirty-six issues of the Telegraph for their annual 
subscription. During the last year, when the new P. and O. 
contract came into force, and the Messageries time-table re- 
mained unchanged, the two services clashed so frequently 
that the publication became quite haphazard, and no specific 
number of issues could possibly be guaranteed. As soon 
however as the new system of the French company is in 
working order, we shall have an inward mail in three weeks 
out of every four, which will give thirty-nine issues in the 
twelve months. 





Ar last the Post-office authorities in this country have 
discovered the fact that the Pacific Mail Company’s vessels 
run regularly once a month between San Francisco, China, 
and Japan ; and the Postmaster-General has issued a notifi- 
cation to the effect that correspondence between England 
and those countries may in future be forwarded by the new 
route. Letters, &c., from this side must be addressed “ Via 
San Francisco,” and must be posted in time to reach New 
York before the 9th of each month, the day on which the 
mails thence to San Francisco are made up. The rates of 
postage are the same as those by the English mail via South- 
ampton, viz., on letters, 1s. per half-ounce; on newspapers 
not exceeding four ounces, 2d.; and on packets of books or 
patterns, 4d. for every four ounces ; in all cases payable in 
advance. The notification quite ignores the fact that letters 
may be sent by the more expeditious land route across the 
American continent, while newspapers and parcels must go 
via Panama. 
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REPRESSION OF DISORDERS IN EASTERN 
- SIBERIA. 

Tae Russian journals bring us accounts of proceedings in 
Southern Oussouri. The Governor-General of Eastern Siberia 
learnt on arriving at Khabaroonka that disorders had taken 
place amongst the Tartar population, placed by the Treaty 
of Peking under the dominion of Russia, and military opera- 
tions were undertaken against the insurgents in arms. At 
the end of last year it was found that Chinese were carrying 
on illicit gold diggings in the Isle of Askold, and in this they 
were aided by the Tartars of the valley of the Poutchane. In 
the spring the Russian galliot, having visited the Isle of As- 
cold, was attacked by the natives, several sailors killed and 
two officers wounded ; and in April the port of Strelok was 
attacked by the Tartars of Tsimouka, who also burned the 
Russian village of Schkotova, situated at the end of the gult 
of Oussouri. After this the Tartars joined the Chinese of the 
island of Askold, marched towards the frontier of Mantchouria, 
and burnt the village of Nikolskaia. 


The military governor of the province then sent a half 
battalion of troops by steamer from Khabaroonka to the lower 
part of the Oussouri, while other forces, as well as ammu- 
nition, were concentrated at Bousse by means of steamboats 
on the Amoor and the Oussouri. Colonel TikHMENEW hav- 
ing been informed that a band of about a thousand Kounk- 
houres threatened the. populations of the Daoubi and even of 
Upper Oussouri, and that other bands had shown themselves 
on the River Ouloaé, 150 Cossacks were despatched to Ka- 
méne Rybolow, and then, together with a small detachment 
of the third battalion, proceeded by forced marches on the 
Souifoune road to the village of Nikolskaia. At the same 
time two companies of tirailleurs were sent up the Oussouri 
and the Daoubi to clear the valley of the latter river, and, 
after securing the tranquillity of the colony of Oussouri, to 
make for the Léfou, and, in concert with Colonel Markow, to 
drive the bandits from the Léfou and the Souifoune towards 
the already devastated valleys of the Maikhé and the Tsi- 
moukha. A detachment of the first battalion, with two pieces 
of artillery, also occupied Lorentsow. 


A band of Tartars and Khounkhaizes was attacked 
by a party of 175 Russians, and completely vanquished, 
although numbering more than 400 men. The Rus- 
sians had one man killed and two wounded, while the 
rebels left more than fifty of their number on the field, 
together with a colour, a part of their baggage, and their 
bullocks. The Russians were allowed to repose two days 
after this small Waterloo, and then they set out in pursuit 
of the flying Tartars, and in eight days succeeded in exter- 
minating them. Reconnoitring parties were sent in all 
directions, and it was ascertained that tranquillity has been 
restored all along the Chinese frontier. After these events 
the Russian Government divided Southern Oussouri into 
five districts, and took various military measures to prevent 
the peace being again disturbed. We have no doubt that the 
Tartars give the Russians sometrouble, but if their risings are 
not generally of more importance than that above related, 
they will not give rise to much uneasiness at St. Petersburg 
or anywhere else. 


AN arrangement is said to have been concluded between 
the Indian, Turkish, Russian, and Persian telegraph adminis- 
trations for the transmission of Indo-European despatches 
indifferently by the Russo-Persian and Turkish route at one 
rate of £.36.50c. for single messages from London to Bushire. 
The new arrangement will come into operation on the Ist of 
January next, and will annul the existing convention be- 
tween the Porte and the SHan’s Government, which stipulates 
for the equal division of all despatches to and from India 
between the Khanakin-Bushire (Persian) and Fao-Bushire 
(Turkish) lines. 





A SpanisH Minister to China is appointed at last, and it is 
not the Senor CHao to whom we referred in a recent issue. 
The Madrid Gazette of the 20th announces that the choice 
of the Provisional Government has fallen on Senor Patscor 
as its representative at Peking. 


Mr. StepHen Smita, of Covent-garden, has had the honour 
of submitting for Her Majesty’s inspection a racing plate for 
Hong Kong, designed by Mr. W. Armatead. 
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Out of the almost interminable series of paragraphs form- 
ing the PRESIDENT’s message—the very prolixity of which, 
apart from its tone, must have been a sore trial: to the. 
patience of Congress—two very little ones are devoted to 
China and Japan. The first states, in a single-sentence, that 
no advices have been received as to the action of the Chinese 
Government upon the “liberal and auspicious” treaty just 
concluded ; andjthe second runs as follows :—“ Japan remains 
“a theatre of civil war, marked by religious incidents and 
“ political severities peculiar to that long-isolated empire. 
“Phe Executive has hitherto maintained strict neutrality 
“among the belligerents, and acknowledges with pleasure 
“ that it has been frankly and fully sustained in that course 
“by the enlightened concurrence and co-operation of the 
‘Cother treaty Powers—namely, Great Britain, France, the 
* Netherlands, North Germany, and Italy.” . 


THE TELEGRAPH TO INDIA AND CHINA. 
The Daily News of the 18th contained the following :— 


It is satisfactory to learn that the agitation is likely to be continued 
for the establishment of a really trustworthy telegraphic communica- 
tion between England, India, and Australia. Last sesaion Mr. Craw- 
ford, M.P., presented a petition to Parliament, signed by all the prin- 
cipal bankers and merchants of London, praying for increased 
facilities, which, indeed, are imperatively demanded by our vast 
trade with those regions. It is universally admitted that the 
present route, via the Continent of Europe, is altogether un- 
satisfactory, the messages being too often subjected to long 
delays in tranamission, beaides being occasionally very imperfectly 
rendered. Without dwelling upon the serious drawbacks to 
which the telegraphic communications with our Eastern Empire 
would be exposed in the event of war, it may be pointed out that 
the mercantile community consider they have a right to call upon Go- 
vernment for all the assistance they can render in the matter. Our 
merchants ought to be able to send a message to their correspondents 
in India and Australia and receive a reply on the same day. This is, 
beyond doubt, capable of being done with the utmost certainty, pro- 
vided we use the appliances which science has pee at our disposal. 
In many quarters it is justly urged that we ought to have an indepen- 
dent submarine cable from the British coast to Gibraltar and Malta, 
and thence, by way of Alexandria, to Aden, Ceylon and Australia. It 
is computed that the cost of this line—about 10,000 miles long— 
would not exceed £3,000, 000, and its utility to the State would be so 
pest that a large subsidy would be well bestowed in promoting it.

With Christmas comes the usual plentiful crop of illustrated 
books specially adapted for the presents looked for by so many 
young folks, as the annual festivities draw near. Many of the so- 
called Christmas gift-books, such as magnificently illustrated 
and sumptuously bound editions of the poets, are suitable only to 
“children of a larger growth,” and in these the present season 
appears to be less prolific than former ones; but of real chil- 
dren’s books there is no lack. Perhaps the most enterprising con- 
tributors to the delectation of these little people are Messrs. Cas- 
sell, Petter, and Galpin. From them we have Mince Pie Island, 
a Christmas story by Mr. Corbet, full of quaint fancies and laughable 
incidents, very nicely illustrated; uniform with this is Cloud- 
land and Shadowland, by J. Thackray Bunce, a pretty fairy tale, 
combining a fund of amusement with no slight intermixture of 
genuine pathos; Old Burchell’s Pocket, a tale for still younger 
children, by Elihu Burritt, whose mere name is a sufficient guar- 
antee for the nature of its contents. This, by the way, is one of a 
uniform series, which includes Peggy and other Tales, by the author 
of A Very Simple Story ; Lily and Nannie at School ; Aisop’s Fa- 
bles gad Sind ‘ord and Merton, both in words of one syllable ; The 
Queen of the Tournament, &c., all prettily bound in cloth gilt, and 
nicely illustrated. Besides these we have imens of Messrs. 
Cassell’s shilling toy books, with very clever illustrations printed 
in colours. 

Next on our list are Messrs. T. Nelson and Sons, Paternoster-row. 
Perhaps the most attractive child’s book issued by this firm is that 
entitled Zales of Heroes, which is an adaptation from history of 
anecdotes relating to Alfred the Great, Ric Cour-de-Lion, the 
Black Prince, &c., all so well told that we regret the absence of 
the author's name from the title-page. Another charming book 
is called Cats and Dogs, in which the many interesting facts re- 
garding these two great families of domestic animals are familiarly 
and instructively treated of by Mrs. Hugh Miller. Then we have 
The World at Home, which is intended, by attractive pictures and 
simply descriptive conversational chapters, to bring home to the 
childish understanding some of the marvels of the great world. 
These books, too, are all handsomely bound and illustrated.

‘NORTH GERMANY. — 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
, Hameura, December 15. 

After four months passed at his new country seat, bought with the 
money voted by the Prussian Parliament as a reward for the success he 
achieved in 1866, Count Bismark has returned to Berlin and entered 
on the arduous duties of his office; and it is high time that he should - 
be at his post, for there are black clouds gathering on several parts of 
the horizon. The late aggrandisement of Prussia is a thorn in the side 
of France, who would fain iniitate the example if it is to be effected with 
safety, but as it cannot be dene at present they show their envy and 
jealousy at Prussia’s success by false insinuations of farther conquest, 
and endeavouring to pit Austria against Prussia. Besides, there is the 
Eastern question: beginning again to loom in the distance, and the 
King of Greece makes no secret of his intention of annexing to his 
dominions the Island of Candia—if he can; so that, all things con- 
sidered, it is quite as well that Count Bismark should be again in 
harness. He has already given a proof that he is fully recovered from 
his accident last summer, for he has announced an impending altera- 
tion of some importance. The Prussian Ministry for Foreign Affairs 
is to be abolished and superseded by a similar department under the 
North German Confederation, and as a natural consequence, the Prus- 
sian embassies and legations in all foreign countries are to be trans- 
formed into Federal ones. It may be supposed by many that this 
measure involves only an alteration of name, as both the officials and 
the system will remain unchanged, and Berlin continue to be the centre 
as hitherto. But it is a step of the greatest practical importance, and 
cannot fail to give the Confederation more weight abroad and a greater 
consolidation at home ; for it is by no means indifferent to the lesser 
States of Germany, whether they are looked upon as mere appendages, 
or satellites revolving round the central aun at Berlin, or become really 
component and integral parts of a great Confederation forming one of 
the Eve Great Powers of Europe. According to Count Bismark's de- 
claration the Bundesrath, or Federal Council, have already agreed to the 
change ; even the King of Saxony has consented to lose his individuality, 
and merge his identity into North Germany. None of the other States 
offer any opposition, as they can only reap advantages by the altera- 
tion ; Mecklenburg may ey pout and grumble a little, but that will 
soon blow over. The Hanseatic cities rejoice at the intelligence, as 
for a long time past they have been petitioning at Berlin for the 
change, and have everywhere abolished their embassies and consulates 
in favour of Federal establishments, and were thus placed ina false 
position; but now they will take their place in the world, not as in- 
dustrious little trading communities, but, as regards the commerce of 
the world, as the active partners of the eminent firm of the North- 
German Confederation, with one sole flag, one army, one navy, and 
one set of diplomatic and consular representatives for their protection. 

The King of Prussia has been pleased to distribute the following 
honours to officers and petty officers of the steam corvette Vineta, 
lately returned to Kiel from the China and Japan station :—to Captain 
Rodenacker, the decoration of Fourth Class of the Order of the Red 
Eagle; to Captain-Lieutenant Donner and Captain-Lieutenant Von 
Kall, the Fourth Clasa of the Order of the Crown of Prussia; to the 
chief boatawain Rux, the chief engineer Willatowsky, and the chief 
carpenter Eggebrecht, the Medal of Honour, to be worn on the left 
breast. 


COMMERCIAL. 


The approach of the festive season has tended to restrict business, 
as usual at this time of the year, but not to depreciate any articles of 
trade. Rice is calm, and prices rather firmer. A cargo of 5,100 chests 
of cassia lignea has arrived from China, but is not yet in the market. 
Pepper is in demand, and better prices are paid. The tea market is 
firm, though quiet ; no alteration in souchong; good ordinary to mid- 
dling Pecco is in fair demand and ashade higher. Of green, about 400 
chesta imperial and 200 chests of gunpowder found purchasers at former 
rates. Spelter is much neglected, the nominal quotations being 13.8 
for loco. and 13.6 for spring delivery. Discount 2% per cent.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RorrerpaM, December 15. 


The Parliamentary discussions have offered no special interest for 
residents in the Far East. A smart debate has taken place with re- 
ference to the desirability of a scparation between the State and Church, 
and it was strongly argued such a separation was highly necessary in 
India. With regard to the Budget for the Department of Home Affaira, 
the House had a long list of questions to dispose of before it arrived at the 
great question, namely, the instruction law. Speeches without end were 
delivered day after day both by supporters and adversaries of sectarian 
instruction. At last, however, the Liberal cause has won, the vote of 
want of confidence against the Home Minister, which was moved 
becaused he had declared his intention of maintaining the Liberal law 
of 1857, was outvoted hy forty-six against twenty-two votes, and the 
Budget was then carried by forty-six against twenty-two votes. It will 
probably be found impossible to finish the Budgets before the lat of 
January, as ia prescribed by the fundamental law. 

The result of the election in the district of Gorcum is anxiously 
waited for. At this moment it is doubtful whether Mr. Heemskerk, 
the ex-Minister, or the Liberal candidate, General Knoop, will obtain 
the victory. The Conservatives have, in view of the elections of June, 
1869, organised an enormous union, with branches throughout the 
whole country. Notwithstanding that a general meeting has already 
taken place at Utrecht, the statutes will not be known before February 
next. 

Some of the Liberal papers express surprise that the First Chamber 
has made such haste in carrying the East India Budget, so that they 
did not deal at all with the principal questions it contained. It is 
true that the Minister wished to forward the Budget by the last mail, 
but this ia no excuse for the Lords to abstain from debating the ques- 
tion, and indeed when the First Chamber does nothing but vote Bud- 
gets and check Liberal measures, it may justly be called, as it is, an 
effete institution, destitute of political character and political wisdom. 

The Bill by which it ia proposed to abolish the stamp duty meets 
with much opposition in the Sections. The majority, however, applaud 
the measure, but urge strong objections against the equivalents. In- 
stead of an augmentation of the duty on tea and tobacco, an increased 
duty upon spirits is proposed. Should the Minister not agree with 
this proposal, I fear that the Bill will not be supported by the majority. 

Very unfavourable rumours were current some days ago, regarding 
the state of the new canal from Rotterdam to the North Sea; it was 
said that when the dam was opened, the canal at once filled up with 
sand. Happily, the Minister has been able to officially contradict this 
report. 

Th the course of the coming year an International Exhibition is to 
be held ‘at Utrecht, of objecta necessary for household and me- 
chanical use. 

From a thoroughly authentic source I hear that the Government, has 

nted a concession to the ex-Director of Public Works in India, 

r. de Bruyn, who resides here, and to Mr. S. Crawfurd, of Batavia, 
for the exploration of the | iad mines on the island of Timor. The 
wealth of these mines is well known, and the undertaking promises 
good results. Indeed, its prospects are so favourable that a company 
in Australia has offered to supply the required capital of one million 
guilders, against half of the profits. Nevertheless, a prospectus will 
be issued here, and the papers urge Datch capitalists to prevent this 
favourable undertaking Belang placed in the hands of foreigners. 

At last it seems intended to introduce into our country the cultiva- 
tion of the sitkworm. I told you that some time ago endeavours had 
been made to establish a company for this purpose, and these efforts 
now seem to have been successfol. The manager, Dr. Foek, has pur- 
chased a plot of ground near the town of Amersfoort, on which not 
less than 80,000 mulberry-trees will be planted as soon as possible. 

According to a circular of the Rotterdam Bank, the branch at Am- 
sterdam will cease te cxist on the 1st January, 1869. 

The Government has laid before the members of the Second Cham- 
ber a Bill to annul all patents, which, according to the ideas of the 
Minister of the Home Department, have not proved to be in favour of 
the development of our national industry. 

With the new year the Catholic paper, the fyd, will again open sub- 
scription lists on behalf of the Pope. 

A moat interesting novel, derived from the history of Java, has been 

lished. It bears the title of ‘‘ Madjapahit,” its auther being Mr.

The Christmas holidays have as usual caused a few days’ entire 
cessation of business, most firms having adopted the praiseworthy 
plan of making Saturday an entire holiday. The office of the 
London and China Telegraph has been closed from Thursday 
afternoon until this morning. 

It is understood that the litigation which has for many months 
past prevented a division of the assets of the Commercial Bank 
Corporation of India and the East is practically at an end. It is 
stated that an arrangement has, after much negotiation, been 
made between some of the principal creditors and the various 
classes of shareholders, the effect of which will be that the cre- 
ditors will accept 17s. in the pound (of which they have re- 
ceived 10s.) in discharge of their debts without interest—the 
balance of 7s. to be paid within one month after the arrange- 
ment has been finally confirmed by the Master of the Rolls. His 
lordship has already sanctioned the holding of meetings of the 
creditors and shareholders to obtain their formal assent to the ar- 
rangement. Under the arrangement all the creditors whose claims 
have been disputed on the ground that they were debts of the 
Commercial Bank of India will be entitled to receive the dividend 
of 17s. in the pound, which it is hoped the official liquidator, Mr. 
Holyland, will be able to pay without resorting to a further call. 

The directors of the Chartered Mercantile Bank of India, Lon- 
don, and China have declared a dividend of 3 per cent. for the 
half-year ending the 31st. inst. 

When Mr. Cannan, the official liquidator of the Agra and Mas- 
terman’s Bank, had completed his labours, he claimed £25,000 ag 
being due to him for the duties which he had performed. The 
committee of shareholders, deeming the sum too high, offered 
£7,000. The offer was not accepted, and a suit in equity was 
brought to determine the amount of remuneration to which the 
official liquidator was entitled. Vice-Chancellor Giffard has fixed 
the sum at £9,000. 

The Oommission of Inquiry into the affairs of the Bombay 
Bank concluded its sittings last week, the last witness examined 
being Mr. Hannay, formerly president of the Bank. The inquiry 
is now completed, and the commissioners will prepare a report to 
the Government, which will contain references to the despatches 
of Lord Halifax to Sir Bartle Frere, the late Governor of Bombay. 
The losses of the bank are £1,890,000, and the question is whether 
any or what portion should be borne by the Government. The 
matter will probably come before Parliament. 

A call of £8 per share, the whole of the remaining uncalled 
capital of the Oriental Commercial Bank (Limited), has been 
made payable, in two instalments of £4 each, on the 7th of January 
and 7th of April, 1869, at the offices of Messrs. Cooper Brothers 
and Co. 

The Messageries Imperiales has declared a provisional dividend 
of 16s. per share for 1868. 

The report of the Anglo-Mediterranean Telegraph Company 
(Limited) hasbeen issued. It atates that the new Malta and Alex- 
andria cable has transmitted messages with great speed and regu- 
larity.
